CASES INVOLVE LEGALITY 
OF USE OF TROOPS TO EN- 
FORCE PRORATION LAWS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17. 


TWO cases appealed by 


Goverhor Sterling of Texas 
and certain officers of the 
state national guard involv- 
ing1 attempts to reduce oil 
production in the Eastern 
,Texas fields, were today ad- 
vanced by the supreme court for 
oral argument on Noycmber 14. 


Texas 
oil 
producers brought 


•miit In a Texas 
federal 
court, 


claiming the use of troops to en- 
force the governor's conservation 
orders was unconstitutional. 


A three-judge court upheld the 
producers and prohibited the gov- 
ernor and state 
officials 
from 


using the national guardsmen to 
enforce his decrees. 


The case Involved 
the 
same 


questions, but one was brought 
after the federal court issued a 
temporary injunction against the 
state officials, and the other after 
the injunction was made final. 


In the appeal, Texas 
officials 
attacked the action of the three- 
judge court and contended that 
the use of troops was necessary 
to carry out Texas conservation 
law. 


Governor Sterling took the posi- 
tion that a state of insurrection 
existed which made the presence 
of the militia necessary. Th.* trial 
court declared there was not Ef- 
ficient evidence to show the exis- 
tence of an insurrection or riot, 
or any failure of the 
civil au- 


thorities. 


The conservation 
laws 
them- 


selves are not directly at issue, 
the producers claiming the gov- 
ernor's orders restricted wells in 
the East Texas fields far below 
the production they "were capable 
of without waste.

RELIGIOUS REVOLT 
NIPPED IN JALISCO 


BY MEXICO POLICE 


ARMS, AMMWlION, FIELD 


EQUIPMENT SIEZED; TWO 


REVOLTERS KILLED 


MEXICO CITY, Oct. 17. 


A plan for ,a widespread religious 
rebellion in the state of Jalisco 
was nipped, police said today, by 
a raid on a house at Kuadalajara 
in which two of the alleged plot 
ters were killed and several oth- 
ers escaped. 


The battle lasted an hour. Po- 


lice said they seized a large quan- 
tity of rifles, jiistols, ammunition, 
dynamite bombs, field equipment, 
a printing press and a great deal 
of printed matter urging the re- 
bellion. 
f 
The state of Jalisco* was the 


scene of much bloodshed in the 
irregular 
religious 
rebellions of 


the period from 1926 to 1929. Many 
thousands of lives were lost. 


Police said Juan Hincon Fre- 


R-o'so, one of the two killed in to- 
day's raid, was identified as a 
participant in the J^oa Altos re- 
bellion 4hat ended in 1929. 
His 


papers revealed, they said, that he 
was to be a general in the new 
rebellion. 


Officials of the Catholic church, 


meanwhile, moved with energy to 
discourage any uprising.

TEXAS ONTRUCK LAW 


INDICATES THAT IT WILL 
PASS ON VALIDITY PRIVATE 
CONTRAST PHASE OF LAW 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17. 


The supreme court to- 


day agreed to review a case 
brought from Texas involv- 
ing the validity of state reg- 
ulation of motor vehicles op- 
erating under contract. 


The court consented to 


review an appeal in a case carried 
from lower courts by J. H. Steph- 
enson, Texas contract carrier, and 
others. 


The court indicated that it had 


jurisdiction 
in the case, 
which 


means that probably it will pass 
on the validity of the Texas Jaw 
after 
oral argument. 
This 
is 


.scheduled to begin on November 
14. 


Texas in 1931 placed motor ve- 


hicles operating- under private con- 
tract under regulation by 
its 


railroad commission. Other states 
have similar laws. 


The Texas act requires contract 


motor carriers to obtain permits 
from the commission, which can 
be issued only after the commis- 
sion has determined the operations 
of the contract carriers will not 
impair the efficient public service 
of a common carrier than ade- 
quately serving the territory. 


The commission is required! to 


prescribe minimum 
rates, 
farey 


and charges for contract carriers 
which shall not be less than the 
rates prescribed for common car- 
riers for substantially the same ser- 
vice. Contract carriers are requir- 
ed to keep accounts in accordance 
with rules prescribed by the com- 
mission, and file wth the commis- 
sion such reports and other data 
as it may deem necessary. 


A- statutory three-Judge federal 


court, by a vote of 2 to 1 over- 
ruled the objections raised; and re- 
fused to prohibit the commission 
from proceeding under the act 


Among specific grounds advanc- 


ed for challenging the act 
was 


alleged interference 
with 
inter- 


state commerce, and the fixings by 
the commission of minimum rates 
higher than the rates fixed by the 
contracts of the complaining car- 
riers.

The Federal. Home Loan 
bank 
board opened its twelve regional 
banks for business 
today with 
an announcement that "foreclos- 
ure

mortgages 


should cease." 
"With an initial capitalization 


of 
$134,000,000," the board said, 
the twelve banks spread over the 
entire country will, tap a reser- 
voir of more than $1,500,000,000 of 
potential home financing credit." 
The board added that

tions of the new system were 
'designed to liquify millions of 
dollars of frozen home mortgages 
and bring relief to the harrassed 
home owner." It added:

PURCHASED BY U. S. 


AGRICULTURE DEPT. 


COTTON MERELY ACCEPT- 
ED AS COLLATERAL FOR 
LOANS BY GOVERNMENT 


No cotton Is being bought by 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture at any price according to a 
statement from E. M. Westbrook 
field inspector for the department 
in the "Seed and Feed" loan divis- 
ion, made to clarify and correcl 
some 
false 
conceptions abroad 


since it was announced that cot- 
ton would be accepted as col- 
lateral for a loan on a nine cent 
per pound middling basis. 


The statement 
follows: 
"Cotton is not being bought by 
the Department at any price, and 
aceptance of cotton either through 
the Texas Co-ops or Federal Li- 
censed Warehouses at 9 cents per 
pound, middling basis, is in no 
sense a sale, but such cotton Is 
held by the Department as collat- 
eral only, and no credit will .be 
given, on any note for such cot- 
ton until same is actually sold 
and then for only such amounl 
as same brings at date of salex 
less all storage, freight, insurance 
and carrying charges. 
This is 
true whether the cotton when sole 
brings more or less than 9 cents 
If the cotton sells for more than 
the note, the borrower gets the 
overplus, but if for less, he agrees 
to at once pay the deficit in cash 
"The cotton remains the prop- 
erty of the borrower, subject to 
daily market fluctuation and the 
borrowers orders of- sale. 
If the 
borrower has not sold or ordered 
same sold by March 1st, 1933, the 
future right of sale vests in the 
Secretary of Agriculture. All such 
notes of borrowers will bear In- 
terest from maturity until paid 
. . . . A borrower electing to 
take advantage of the regulation 
must put up as collateral on the 
terms specified sufficient 
cotton 
to cover his loan plus a margin 
for freight, insurance and carry- 
ing charges. 
No release will be 
given as to other crops produced 
if borrower has already sold suf- 
ficient to repay his loan, nor unti: 
enough cotton to fully cover loan, 
all charges, and any money ad- 
vanced is in hands of proper au- 
thority and receipts issued there- 
for."
